Educational Situation in Kentucky 


\s some phases at least of the situa- 
tion which the Kentucky State Board 
of Education has created for itself are 
likely to be repeated elsewhere now that 
many Protestants are waking up to the 
anti-American character of the Papal 
schools, attention is drawn to it.

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AN OPEN LETTER TO PROF. E. HERSHEY SNEATH 

Prof. E. Hershey Sneath, the Divinity School, Yale University. 

Dear Sir: 

A news item in the Boston “Transcript” of August 26 says that the cur- 
riculum of “the first college for (Roman) Catholic women” to be opened at New 
Haven next month has been prepared by yourself. 

Such action on your part is well calculated to create much astonishment on 
the part of all Protestants in the United States—especially of those who recognize 
the menace to the perpetuity of all the distinctive “free institutions” of our nation, in 
the activities of the Vatican agents in this country to “make America Catholic.” 

Your position in the Divinity School at Yale would lead one to suppose that your 
knowledge of Church History was sufficiently broad and accurate as to include 
correct information both as to the religious dogmas of the Roman Church, and 
the political principles that form part of those teachings, as set forth by Pope 
Leo XIII in his Encyclicals “Immortale Dei,” “Libertas Praestantissimum,” and 
“Longinque Oceani.” 

It is to be presumed that you do not yourself believe in Transubstantiation, 
Penance and Confession, the Invocation of Saints, Purgatory, or Papal Infallibility 

to mention a few of the more prominent features of the Roman cult. [if 
Catholicism, as a religious cult, is not “good enough” to command your acceptance 


of it for yourself, it seems strange that you should render it the conspicuous ser- 
vice mentioned in the “Transcript.” 


You can hardly fail to be aware that the aim of all Roman Catholic education 
is to establish the power of the priest over the individual, and in this way to create 
masses of voters who will carry out the wishes everywhere of the local agents of 
the Roman Curia. 

In order to put the matter more clearly before you, the parallel column method 
of showing the antagonism of Catholic education to American fundamentals is 
presented to you.

Then 
came a movement for a national Czecho- 
slovakian Church separate from the 
Papacy, in which the celibacy of the 
clergy should be abolished and Mass 
should be said in the Czech language, 
and this movement received the support 
of the Government. 

A significant item of another char- 
acter appeared in the New York 
“Times,” August 26, saying that a gov- 
ernment Commission from the Land Ex- 
propriation Bureau had descended upon 
the famous watering place of Marien- 
bad and taken over the management, 
seizing all available cash and closing the 
books. All employees were immediately 
replaced by Czechs and orders posted 
that only Czech should be spoken. The 
celebrated wells with the adjoining real 
estate are the property of the Abbey of 
Tepl.

The Boston “Transcript,” Aug. 31, 
said that Cardinal O’Connell presided 
at a solemn high Mass of requiem for 
the late Archbishop Williams, of Boston, 
at the Cathedral of the Holy Cross, on 
the eighteenth anniversary of his death.

GOD AND THE INDIVIDUAL 


As a father hath compassion on his children, so hath the Lord compassion on them that

In a letter received from a friend in England a few days ago, the writer said: 
“T can never forget the day when I called upon you in Reade Street, New York, 
more or less dazed with shipwreck, lost wages, betrayal, where I should have met 
loyal co-operation, and you prayed over my troubles in such a matter-of-fact way 
that for the first time in my life I realized that God could be approached as a near 
and interested Friend and Protector, and not some far-away Grandee, too important 
to concern Himself with the trifling troubles of an unimportant individual—how- 
ever grave and overpowering the same troubles might be to the U. I. himself. 

“T had always previously been allowed to believe that one had to do the best one 
could for oneself—with the Ten Commandments thrown in for a guide—and then 
at some distant ‘Judgment Day’ be rewarded or tortured for eternity as deemed fit 
to the Judge! 

“So I always keep a warm place for you in my heart and like to know from 
time to time [from THE CoNverTeD CaTHoLic] that you too have a perpetual 
realization of ‘Full Salvation.’ ” 

Of all the churches that call themselves by the name of Christ, dear Catholic 
reader, yours is the only one that represents the first two Persons of the Blessed 
‘Trinity, as in any way hostile to their own membership who are, at least in theory, 
upposed to be followers of Christ as distinguished from those who “know Him 
not.” 

The plainest statement of this teaching that we recall is a quotation by Dr. 

*usey in a book entitled “An Eirenicon,” (pp. 102-103) from the founder of the 
seminary of St. Sulpice. He is quoted, “We are very unworthy to draw near unto 
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Jesus, and He has a right to repulse [rebuter] us, because of His justice, since, 
having entered into all the feelings of His Father from the time of His blessed 
Resurrection, He finds Himself in the same disposition with the Father towards 
sinners, i. e., to reject them” (Italics, Dr. Pusey’s). This forms part of a plea for 
invoking the aid of the Virgin Mary and so-called saints to induce our Lord to give 
heed to the prayers of those who seek blessings at His hands. 

As the prayer referred to in the letter quoted above was offered more than 
twenty-five years ago, the impression left on the mind of the listener must have been 
deep indeed. And it is in the hope that the presentation of the great truth embodied 
in it may be of similar spiritual help to some Roman Catholic reader that this 
aspect of the Divine character is now emphasized. 

Dear Catholic reader, it is gloriously true that God Himself can be approached 
“as a near and interested Friend and Protector, and not some far-away Grandee, 
too important to concern Himself with the trifling troubles of an unimportant in- 
dividual.” 

This means you. And in some respects applies more to you than to the gentle- 
man who wrote that sentence; because he had never been taught that, in spite 
of the atoning sacrifice of Christ on the Cross, God was still so angry with people 
who professed to “believe in Christ” that a daily “propitiatory sacrifice” (to use the 
expression of Pope Pius IV) was necessary to appease His continuing wrath. 

The realization of the fact that God is “a near and interested Friend” evidently 
revolutionized his religious experience. Let us hope that it will be so with you: 
and the writer of that letter to-day is enjoying “Full Salvation” after more than a 
quarter of a century. He has proved ever since that day that Jesus is the same 
yesterday, to-day and forever to the abiding peace and comfort of his soul. 

As a matter of fact the sacrifice of Christ was absolutely complete, and the 
whole theory of the Mass is a man-made invention. In your own New Testament 
the Apostle John says: “He is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness” (1 John i, 9). And in the seventh verse 
of the same chapter we are told: “The Blood of Jesus Christ His Son cleanseth 
us from all sin.” No priest even pretends to do this for you, and these two texts 
put the whole scheme of penance and confession and of “Purgatory” in the same 
class as the Mass. Of course, the absurdity of the teaching that by means of an in- 
cantation the priest can transform a wafer of flour and water into “the body and 
blood, soul and divinity” of Christ, goes into the ash-can with the rest, in the mind 
of any Catholic who will take the trouble to read his own New Testament and use 
his common sense while doing so. 

All the foregoing is FACT—not doctrine. This writer KNOWS these things 
to be so, after forty years of actual experience, and this one Fact is, as we once 
told a Catholic gentleman, far better than any Faith ever invented in Rome—or 
anywhere else. Try it out, and see for yourself. 

Dean Inge, of St. Paul’s Cathedral, London, was recently quoted by General 
W. Bramwell Booth, of The Salvation Army, as having said in the London “Morn- 
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ing Post:” “The center of gravity in religion has shifted from authority and tradi- 
tion to experience. The evidences of religion are internal, external and miracles. 
For example, the apologist of the past invited us to believe that Christ has risen. . . 
by marshaling the evidence that He rose. The believer to-day, whether he knows 
it or not, infers that Christ rose because he feels and knows that He is risen. In 
his humble measure he can say with St. Paul, ‘It pleased God to reveal His Son 
in me.’ ” 

Exactly so, only the Dean’s is a “highbrow” method of stating: “I accepted the 
invitation of Christ in Matthew xi, 28. ‘Come to Me, all you that labor and are 
burdened, and I will refresh you,’ and proved Him faithful to His promise.” 

The idea of many people of salvation is believing certain doctrines now and 
“going to Heaven” when they die. The real Salvation of God consists in KNOW- 
ING that your sins are forgiven and enjoying the continual realization of the 
Presence and Saving and Keeping Power of God while you live. 

What are the essential features of “Heaven”—streets of gold, golden harps 
and other glories mentioned in the Apocalypse? Not at all. The essential features 
are mentioned in the first verse of chapter xxii: “He showed me a river of water 
of life, clear as crystal, proceeding from the Throne of God and of the Lamb.” 
In the next verse is mentioned the tree of life bearing its fruits every month, 
and in the third verse we are told there shall be “no curse any more, but the Throne 
§ God and of the Lamb shall be in it.” 

“The Throne of God and of the Lamb” can be set up in your heart, dear 
reader, right now; and from it shall proceed a River of Water of Divine Life 
through your everyday life, and the Tree of Life, and that Tree of Life shall pro- 
luce for every day’s trials and sorrows and losses and troubles and bereavements 
ind disappointments, just the “fruit” that your soul requires for the particular day. 

And you don’t have to die to enjoy all these blessings. There are many people 
in your town and city who can testify to these facts, though they might not put them 
in just these words. They are most easily found in the so-called “downtown mis- 


sions” and The Salvation Army halls—partly because these are open every night 
in the year, and partly because in the denominational churches the members are 
not taught much as to the value of personal testimony. 

So much for Salvation in life.

Colonel entertained hopes of being able to resume work. He was not tired uf the 
fight.

Spare me, most reverend Father in 
Christ, most illustrious Prince, if I, the 
very dregs of humanity, have dared to 
think of addressing a letter to the emi- 
nence of your sublimity.

have long put off the doing of that which 
I have now hardened my brow to per- 
form, moved thereto most especially by 
the sense of that faithful duty which | 
feel that I owe to your most reverend 
fatherhood in Christ. May your High- 
ness then in the meanwhile deign to cast 
your eyes upon one grain of dust, and, 
in your pontifical clemency, to under- 
stand my prayer. 

Papal indulgences are being carried 
about, under your most distinguished 
authority, for the building of St. Peter’s. 
In respect of these I do not so much ac 
cuse the extravagant sayings of the 
preachers, but I grieve at the very false 
ideas which the people conceive from 
them. . . namely that if they buy let 
ters of indulgences, they are sure of their 
salvation ; also, that, as soon as they have 
thrown their contribution into the chest, 
souls forthwith fly out of purgatory; 

. and again, that by these indulgences 
a man is freed from all punishment and 
guilt. 


O gracious God! it is thus that the 
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souls committed to your care, most ex- 
cellent Father, are being taught unto 
their death . . . Hence I have not been 
able to keep silence any longer on this 
subject, for by no function of a bishop’s 
office can a man become sure of salva- 
ee 

\Vhy, then, by these false stories and 
promises of pardon, do the preachers of 
them make people feel secure and with- 
ut fear ?—since indulgences confer ab- 
solutely no good on souls as regards sal- 
vation or holiness, but only take away 
the outward penalty which was wont of 
old to be canonically imposed.

Although no public schools had been 
operated in the two districts in question 
trustees were regularly elected. Mr. 
Rhoads has held that the county board 
is required to appoint teachers recom- 
mended by the school trustees, provided 
there is no reason for disqualifying those 
recommended. In the districts heavily 
Roman Catholic, trustees of that jaith 
have dominated. The county board ac- 
cepted the demand for public schools 
and as to renting the parochial buildings, 
but it questioned whether it had the 
power to appoint as teachers persons 
wearing the garb of a religious order. 

We imagine that if ever the nuns had 
a good laugh, it must have been at the 
suggestion that they could do anything, 
anywhere, at any time without being un- 
der the control of the Roman Church. 
The sooner every State passes a law 
that no teacher shall be employed in any

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THE DECREE “NE TEMERE” 


A friend in England has recently 
sent the Editor a copy of the Decree 
“Ne Temere” of Pope Pius X, on 
Marriage promulgated Lent 1908. 
(Burns & Oates, Ltd., 28 Orchard 
St.. London, W.) 

he first two sections deal with 

sponsalia (agreements or contracts be- 
tween two persons to live together as 
man and wife). The third, under the 
caption “Concerning Marriage” says: 

Only those marriages are valid 
which are contracted before the par- 
ish-priest or the Ordinary of the place 
a priest delegated by either of 
hese, and at least two witnesses, ac- 
ording to the rules laid down in the 
‘ollowing articles, and saving the ex- 
eptions mentioned under VII and 
VIII. 

Section IV has three paragraphs 
lefining the circumstances under 
which “the parish-priest and the 
Ordinary of the place validly assist 
it a marriage.” Section V has five 
paragraphs defining when these priests 
“assist licitly.” Section VI provides 
that these priests may grant permis- 
sion to another priest to “assist at 
marriages within the limits of their 
districts,” and that this “delegated 
priest, in order to assist validly and 
licitly, is bound to observe the limits 
of his mandate,” and the rules laid 
down in IV and V. 

Sections VII and VIII (the ex- 
ceptions noted in Section III) deal 


conscience and (should the case re- 
quire it) for the legitimation of off- 
spring marriage may be contracted 
validly and licitly before any priest 
and two witnesses; and VIII pre- 
scribes conditions under which a mar- 
riage may take place where none of 
the afore-mentioned priests have been 
available for a month. Section IX 
deals with the records to be made by 
the officiating priest, and X with the 
punishment of priests who violate the 
foregoing rules. 

Section XI. i) reads: “The above 
laws are binding on all persons bap- 
tised in the Catholic Church and on 
those who have been converted to it 
from heresy or schism (even when 
either the latter or the former have 
fallen away afterwards from the 
Church) whenever they contract 
sponsalia or marriage with another. 

ii) The same laws are binding also 
on the same Catholics as above, if 
they contract sponsalia or marriage 
with non-Catholics, baptised or un- 
baptised, even after a dispensation has 
been obtained from the impediment 
mixta religionis, or dispartatis cultus ; 
unless the Holy See decree otherwise 
for some particular place or region.

The promulgation of this Decree in 
this country is an insult to every Sover-

And furthermore, in practise it exer- 
cises authority over persons outside the 
Roman Church, and has undoubtedly 
wrecked the happiness of many married 
couples who otherwise would have lived 
together in peace and contentment fora 
lifetime. 

“Ne TEMERE” IN NEw ZEALAND 

The operation of this Decree created 
so much trouble in New Zealand that 
if any priest of Rome in that Dominion 
tells a Roman Catholic woman who has 
married a Protestant according to its 
laws that the said marriage was no mar- 
riage because it had not been performed 
according to the usage of his alien 
Church, it is likely to cost him £100, 
about $500 (normal exchange). 

In 1922, the Editor received from the 
Hon. W. W. Massey, the Prime Min- 
ister of New Zealand, a copy of “An 
Act to amend the Marriage Act, 1908” 
(November, 1920), of which the seventh 
section reads thus: 

7. (1). Every person commits an 
offense against this Act, and is liable 
on summary conviction to a fine of one 
hundred pounds, who— 

(a) Alleges, expressly or by impli- 
cation, that any persons lawfully mar- 
ried are not truly and sufficiently 
married; or (b) Alleges, expressly or 
by implication, that the issue of any 
lawful marriage is illegitimate or born 
out of true wedlock. 

(2). “Alleges” in this section means 
making any verbal statement, or pub- 
lishing or issuing any printed or written 
statement, or in any manner authorizing 
the making of any verbal statement, or

in any manner authorizing or being party 
to the publication or issue of any printed 
or written statement. 

(3). A person shall not be deemed 
to make an allegation contrary to the 
provisions of this section by reason only 
of using in the solemnization of a mar- 
riage a form of marriage service, which, 
at the commencement of this Act, was 
in use by the religious denomination to 
which such person belongs, or by reason 
only of the printing or issue of any book 
containing a copy of a form of marriage 
service in use at the commencement of 
this Act by any religious denomination. 

‘The sooner our States begin to pass 
legislation of the same character, the 
better it will be for all concerned alike.

It is quite true that in the year 313 
the Emperor Constantine and Licinius 
issued a proclamation conferring tolera- 
tion on the Christian subjects of the 
Roman Empire, but the Roman Church 
as we see it was not then in existence, 
the then Bishops of Rome neither call- 
ing themselves Popes nor claiming juris- 
diction beyond the bounds of their own 
diocese. Furthermore, the proclamation 
was an imperial document and not an 
ecclesiastical pronouncement at all. 

In the year 1913, celebrations of the 
anniversary of the event took place in 
Italy, and certain Continental journals 
suggested that as the Roman Church 
saw fit to show appreciation of the act 
of imperial clemency and toleration to- 
wards the Christians of that day, the 
occasion was suitable for the Vatican 
itself to introduce similar toleration into 
its attitude to those who did not accept 
Papalist teaching. Whereupon a Span- 
ish clerical journal “La Lectura Domin- 
ical,” of Madrid, published a lengthy 
article the purport of which was that 
Roman Catholics are the only people in

Let 
not the Decree of Constantine be in- 
voked as an example of that tolerance 
which grants liberty to error, for

Reformation of Martin 
The Reformation gave us this “well 
> 


intended freedom” by breaking down 
that line of cleavage which divided so- 
ciety and all its activities into two classes, 
the sacred and the secular. The repudi- 


ation of Roman authority by the separa- 
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tion of Church and State gave America 
liberty. The repudiation of the claim 
to a peculiar sanctity for any class of 
men or any class of acts, by insisting 
upon the great truth that whatever a 
child of God thinks, says or does in 
faith, according to God’s commandments 
for His glory and the good of man is a 
religious act—this gave America its so- 
cial order. This wiped out that line of 
cleavage which separated society into 
two classes. This placed all men upon 
a plane of perfect equality before God 
and the law. 

Again we regret lack of space to give 
L.uther’s teaching in his own words, and 
we conclude by this citation from Mc- 
Giffert’s life Martin 


and work of 


Luther: 


“In another and even more important 
way Luther served the modern world. 
He gave Protestantism a new concep- 
tion of the relation of religion and life. 
Instead of finding its highest manifesta- 
tion apart from the ordinary relation- 
ships and occupations of this world, it is 
in them, according to Luther, that re- 
ligion best expresses itself. Denying the 
possibility of gaining special merit by 
any particular practises and employ- 
ments, and asserting the equal sacred- 
ness of all callings, he changed the whole 
tone of society. With the peculiar sanc- 
tity of the religious life went the domi- 
nance of the priest and of priestly ideals, 
and a new lay culture took the place of 
the clerical culture of the Middle Ages, 
to the immense advantage of society at 
large . 

“Born to rule, though he never held 
official position, and owed nothing to 
his station, though he died as he lived, 
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a mere preacher and professor of the- 
ology in a small and out-of-the-way 
town, he dominated more than half the 
Western World, and the whole of it is 
changed because he lived.” 

Those who wish to get a different 
angle on the Reformation to that usu- 
ally emphasized will find the pamphlet 
helpful in rounding out their concep- 
tion of the Movement and the Man to 


which this nation owes so much.
